4. In late February 1951, Roberto Morena,(3) Comunict lebor ieader ani Federal 
Deputy, has deen leading the annual Communist campaign sgainss the ecvern- 
ment's collection of one day's pay per year, the so-called "desconto do imposto 
sindical,” whieh 1a due soon. Morena planned to earry the fight against the 
tax to the floor of the Chamber of Deputies. In addition, the Uniao dos 
Trabelnaderes do Distrito Federal (Union of Federal District Vorkers..UTDF) 
and the Confaderagao dos Trabelhadores do Brasil (Confederation of Brazilian 
YWorkers-CB) planned to iscue a manifesto insisting that the tax is illegal.
